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PRESIDENT OLEVELAND’S MESSAGE 
CONGRESS ON THE CIVIL SERVICE. 


The Work Accomplished by the Commission 
—Some Interesting Facts and Figures— 
Guns for the New War Vessels—Bond 
Offerings—To-Day’s Proceedings in Oon- 
gress— Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July %.—The President 
sent to Congress to-day the following mes- 
sage: 

To the Congress of the United States: 

Pursuant to the second section of chapter 
Not the laws of 1883, entitled: An Act to 
Regulate and Improve the Civil Service of the 
United States, I herewith transmit the 
fourth report of the United States Civil Service 
Commission, covering the period between the 
16th day of January, 1886, and the Ist day of 
July, 1887. 

While this report has especial reference to 
the operations to the Commission during the 
period above mentioned, it contains, with its 
accompanying appendices, much valuable in- 
formation concerning the inception of civil 
service reform and its growth and progress, 
which cannot but be interesting and instruet- 
ive to all who desire improvement in 
administrative methods. During the time 


covered by the report 15,82 persons 
were examined for admission in the 
classified civil service of the Govern- 


ment in all its branches, of whom 10,746 passed 
the examination and 5,106 failed. Of those 
who passedthe examination 2,977 were ap 
plicants for admission to the departmental 
service at Washington, 2,547 were examined

SEPARATIONS FROM OLASSIFIED SERVICE. 
Concerning separations from the classified 


service, the report only Informs us of such as 
have occurred among employes in the public 
service who have been appointed from eligi- 


dle lists under civil service rules. When 
these rules took effect they did not 
appl to the persons then in the 
serv comprising a full complement 


of employes, who obtained their positions 
independently of the new law. The Comumis- 
sion bas no record of the separations in this 
numerous Clase and the discrepancy apparent 
in the report between the number of appolnt - 
ments made in the respective branches of 
the service from the list of the commis. 
sion and the small number of separations 
mentioned is, to a great exte 


oom mission,

In the departmental service there occurred 
between the 16th day of January, 1886, and the 
30th day of June, 1887, among the employes 
appointed from the eligible lists under civil 
service rules, seventeen removals, thirty-six 
resignations and five deaths. This does not 
include fourteen separations in the grade of 
special pension examiners, four by removal, 
five a resignation and five by death. 

In this classified customs and postal service, 
the number of separations among those 


who received absolute appointments un- 
der the civil service rules are given 
for the period between the first day of 


uae 1886, and the thirtieth day of June 
1887. It appears that such separations in the 
customs service for the time mentioned, 
embraced twenty-one removals, five deaths 
and eighteen resignations, and in the postal 
service two hundred and fifty-six removals 
twenty-three deaths andfour hundred an 

sixty-nine resignations. 

IMPORTANT CHANGES. 

Moré than a year has passed since the ex- 
piration ofthe period covered by the report 
of the Commission, Within the time which 
haa thus ela many important changes 
have taken place in furtherance of a reform in 
our civil service. The rulea and regulations 
governing the violations of the law upon the 
sub have been completely remodeled in 
such amannerasto render the enforcement 
of the statute more effective and greatly 
increase its usefulness. Among other 
thi the scope of examinations prescribed 
tor those who seek to enter the classified ser- 
vice, hus been better defined and made more

cers from which a selection is made, has been 
reduced from four to three, the maximum lim- 
itation of the age of persons seeking entrance 
to the classified service to ears 
has been changed, and reasonaple pro- 
visions have been made for the transfer of 
employes from one department to another in 
proper cases. A plan has also been devised 
providing for the examination of applicants 
for promotion in the service, which, when in 
full operation, will eliminate all chances of 
favoritism in the advancement of employes 
by making promotion areward of merit and 
faithful discharge of duty. 

UNIFORM CLASSIFICATION. 

Until! within a few weeks there was no uni- 
form classification of employes in the differ - 
ent executive departments of the Govern- 
ment.

THE MOON’S ECLIPSE, 


Thousands of Watchers See the Night Orb 
* Disappear in the Earth’s Shadow. 


The lunar eciipse last night kept more peo- 
ple out of their beds than could a 
Democratic ratification meeting. The novelty 
ofthe dark moon and the glory of uneelipsed 
stars repaid all watchers. Clouds that hung 
between sky and earth all afternoon vanished 


before the earthés shadow was cast upon the 
moon, andthe sight was not hidden in any 
part of its course. The performance began 
according to the programme, precisely on 
time, and continued as astronomers had pre- 
dicted faithfully. When totally eclipsed the 
moon was of a dull coppery color, not having 
lost quite all of its radiance by the earth’s in- 
terference. Telescopes on the streets and all 
manner of glasses on house-tops were used 
by amateur observers, but real astronomers at 

ashington and St. Louis universities did not 
open their observatories to observe the 
eclipse. It was 1:34 before the moon was en- 
tirely free from the earth’s shadow.

Randall’s Retirement, 


By Telegraph to the POsT-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., July 23.—In the dis- 
patches of a few days ago it was intimated 
that Mr. Samuel J. Randall would in all proba- 
bility not be able to again resume his seat in 
this Congress, and also that his physicians 
might forbid his ever again accepting a nom- 
ination to public office. This fear has in the 
past few days becomea certainty. The long 
and honorable public career of this faithful 
servant of the people is definitely ended, for 
his physicians have discovered that he is suf- 
fering from a cancer of the stomach and are 
forced to the conviction that it ig incurable. 
Their ,examination has not proceeded 
further than this as yet, and thereis at least 
ahopethatthe effect of the malady is not 
immediately dangerous. When he was 
stricken his doctor, Thomas F. Mailan, had 
not known that he had been previously under 
treatmentfor the hemorrhages. He had ap- 
parently also concealed the fact from his fam- 
ily, butitis now known that Dr. Martin of 
Philadelphia had performed an operation on 
him. Dr. Martin, it will be remembered, was 
away from home whenhe was telegraphed, 
and Dr. Lincoln, the eminent physi- 
cian of this city, was called in consulta- 
tion by Dr. Martin. Both, after careful 
examination of the patient, united in decid- 
ing that the disease is cancer of the stomach. 
They decline to express opinions or to give a 
statement forthe public, but it is known that 
both have expressed themselves without re- 
serve to their associate physicians, and the 
sadtruth cannot longer be concealed. Mr. 
Randall himself had previously had no sus- 
picion of the fact, but bears its revelation 
with characteristi¢ fortitude. It has been 
stated that he will shortly be removed to his 
home in Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Mailan, however, is very unce of 
the prudence of tbis. ina few days an act 
diagnosis will be possible and its result will 
decide whetner it will be best to take him from 
Washington. Nothing could be more perfect 
than isthe temperature of Washington now, 
or than it has been for a week past. If it con- 
tinuesas pleasantas now, there willbe no 
reason for removing him. Even upon his sick 
bed, Mr. Randall has taken t interest in 
the work of his committee. It is but a few 
days since Mr. Courts, clerk of the committee 
went to him with a report signed by several of 
the members against the spoliation claims. 
Without walting for a word of explanation, 
and though many of his constituents were in- 
terested in them, he said, ‘‘I sign my name to 
that report.’’

The dead man was said to be one 
of the richest natives of India, and his palatial 
home bore all the evidences of bis great 
wealth, but the funeral expenses certain did 
not exceed the amount paid by the family of 
the humblest citizen of America on similar sad 
occasions. The body, dressed in very plain 
white clothing, was laid on a bier in the - 
Ing room of the residence, and we were in- 
vited to gaze on the features of the deceased 
and, like the rest, sprinkle afew drops of 
water upon them. 

Being of a different religion, we were given 
places on the outside of tne building. hen 
the right hand of the corpse had been dipped 
into achetty or peculiar shaped vessel filled 
with water, the liquid was passed around 
among the friends to partake of, and we 
lightly moistened our lips witb it just for ap- 
2 — sake. The ceremony is said to ald 
he participant in retaining the friendship of 
the deceased when entering into eternal rest. 

After a little while the body was carried to 
the Hindoo crematory, situated on the back 
bay, by eigntof his friends and deposited on 
a platform made of light woods and saturated 
with a peculiar oil. The two priests, 
having the three red marks of a high 
caste on their foreheads, set fire to the pyre, 
with the everlasting sacred light kept burning 
in the residence of the deceased, and with the 
murmur of solemn chanting = ers we 
watched the body being devoured by the flery 
flames. The widow took o e of the lamp 
by which the funeral pyre had been ignited 
and carried it back to her heme to return with 
the vompany on the following day, when the 
remaing ceremonies would be ormed. It 
was said that an interval of some hours bad to 
take place to allow the bad spirits an oppor- 
tunity to view the remains of the dead and 
vent their anger on the yet remaining soul if 
they wished. 

As witnessing the horrible detalls of the fu- 
neral above described had given such asomber 
and melancholy cast to the features and con- 
versation of the Americans, the observant 
gentleman who acted as our guide proposed 
that we return to the hotel, engage the largest 
drawing-room and he would see to it that the 
course of our thoughts was changed. His 
Ax was accepted, and the lighting of 

e lamps was the signal for a venerable- 
looking woman to enter armed with a reed 
instrument in the shape of a clarinet, sending 
forth a volume of sound that even 
intense regard for the fair sex 
prevents me from calling music. She 
marched around the room, and when again 
opposite the door which had admitted her 
sounded, as it were, a horrible war-note, and 
there appeared a dozen damsels, whose liquid 
eyes were biack as death, their long lashes of 
the same hue, their stature tall, and their 
brows overhung with coins of gold, which 
glittered against their hair. 

These damsels, our guide explained, were 
the célebrated Nautch or dancing girls of 
India. he formed themselves into a 
group, taking ositions like those in 
a common quadrille, the musician (7) 
in the center, and the dancing commenced. 
They were all below the age of 20, splendidly 
formed and arrayed in long flowing robes of 
high color. All wore round their arms and 
lower limbs one-fourth inch thick silver and 
brass rings, not less than eight on each leg, 
causing the movements of their bodies to be 
accompanied by tinkling sounds, as if it were 
a sleighing party. They performed an alle- 
gorical representation of a Hindoo courtshi 
and subsequent marriage, with all the incid- 
ents and accidents customary among people 
wounded by Cupid’s dart. 

The serpent-like elasticity of body which 
allows these women to float, as it seems, 
across the floor, and the graceful abandon 
with which they enter the pantomimic de- 
lineation of the play they are performing, 
must be seen to be appreciated, and language 
appears cold in a description. One of them 
wore around her neck a rosary, and as it is 
supposed that women of this class are devoid 
of all the pure attributes that distinguish the 
gentler sex in all portions of the globe, to a 
greater or lesser degree, it caused wonder- 
ment among the foreign spectators and in- 
vestigation became necessary. The rosary 
spoken of consisted of over one hundred 
wooden beads the size of a collar- button made 
of the holy basil. a low plant sacred to Sita, 
the wife of Rama. 

We were told that this woman repeated 
scores of prayers at morning, noon and 
evening, never less than seventy-five at 
any one time, ina chanting, monotonous 
tone, which became shrill and piercing at 
the end of each prayer. The offer of five 
golden dollars for the article, whose in- 
trinsic value was not more than 50 cents, 
was scornfully refused, and the old hag who 
supplied the music intimated that sure de- 
struction would befall the band of dancers if 
the rosary was sold, lost or stolen. This 
emblem of devotion was believed to con- 
tain the only redeeming quality which would 
entitle the castaway females to a claim to 

rotection of the gods when their race of life 

ad been run. 

The home of the dancers was at Benares, ana 
they were at Bombay at the special desire ofa 
high English official who had given a company 
of European noblemen, then in the city, an 
opportunity to see the Nautch family, and we 
considered ourselves very fortunate in being 
able to view their peculiar art, the more 80 as 
it was claimed that they were the most pro- 
ficient in India and enjoyed a celebrity in that 
country equal to the fame of any renowned 
dancer in Europe. 


A WORK OF DANGER. 


Laying Masonry While Under Water—Its 
Difficulties and Dangers. 


From Scribner's Magazine. 

The pressure ofairin caissons at 110 feet 
below the surface of the water would be fifty 
pounds to the square inch. Its effect upon the 
men entering and working in the caisson has 
been carefully noted in various works, and 
these effects are sometimes very serious; 
the frequency of respiration is in- 
créased, the action of the heart 
becomes excited, and many per- 
sons became affected by what is known as the 
‘‘caisson disease, which is accompanied by 


extreme pain, andin many cases results in 
more or less complete paralysis. 

The execution of work withinadeep pneu- 
matic caisson is worth a moment’s considera- 
tion. Just above the surface of the water isa 
busy force „ „ in laying the solid blocks 
of masonry which are tosupport the structure, 
Greak derricks lift the stones and lay them 
in their proper position. Powerful pumps are 
forcing air regu * and at uniform pressure 
through tnbes tothe chamber below. Occa- 
sionally a stream of sand and water issues 
with such velocitysfrom the discharge pi 
that, in the night, the friction of the artic es 
causes it to look like a stream of liv ng fire.

How Storms Are Made. 


From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Our earthonly receives a small fractional 
part of the sun’s heat; but, whatever that may 
be in the year, more or less thar the average, 
the entire surface of our earth must feel and 


be subject to the effects. And one thing is 
certain—namely, thata orseries of years, 
of exeessive sun-heat will inevitably be years 
and seasons of excessive atmospherio dis- 
turbances, because increase of heat will pro- 
duce excess of evaporation ; excess of electric 
action, and, necessarily, excessive precipita- 
tion; and, during aprevaience of this exccss 
of sun-heat, there must be over limited areas 
violent storms both summer and winter. 
When very large ares of the atm here 
have been, by excess of heat, brought Into an 
unequal state, as large areas of lower stratum 
of highly heated air and vapor, which is also 
intensely electric, the conditions to produce 
sandspouts, waterspouts and tornadoes, are 
fully ripe. The upper and coider layer of the 
atmosphere cannot cool the lower highly 
hea and vapor-laden stratum so even!

With California producing an extra 
quality of wool and of woolen goods in 
demand abroad at extra high prices, the 
United States exports less than half a 
million dollars’ worth ot woolen goods, 
while England with free wool exports 
$100,000,000 worth. This shows that our 
wool tariff has been not only a tax on 
American labor but a protection to En- 
glish woolen manufacturers. 


Prorscrion papers claim that the price 
of wool has steadily declined since the 
duty on wool was reduced in 1883. Those 
inoluding 


in favor of tarif reduction, 


while there was a reduction the decline 
took place under a tariff duty. It is 
worth while trying, at least, whether 
placing wool on the free list will so stimu- 
late manufacture as to create healthy 
demand for it and thereby give it a fair 
value. 


WALLACE’S WOOL-GATHERING. 


The Republican nominee for Lieutenant- 
Governor seems to think he can drive the 
wool-growers of Missouri into the Repub- 
lican sheep-fold by showing that the wool 
tariff reduction of 1888 reduced the num- 
ber of sheep returned for taxation in this 
State from 1,458,000 in that year to 1,182, - 
272 in 1887, with incomplete returns for 1888 
indicating a still further reduction. 

As that tariff reduction was the work of 
a Congress Republican in both houses,and 
was approved by a Republican President, 
Mr. WALLACE can hardly make Repub- 
lican votes by attributing to it evil effects 
which it did not produce. But he argues 
that if a mere reduction of the wool tariff 
was followed by the disappearance of 
sheep from particular States, the total 
abolition of the wool tariff by the Mills 
bill will cause a still greater disappearance 
of sheep from the same States. 

A complete answer to this argument is 
foundin the fact that under the high 
wool tariff of 1867 New England lost one- 
third of her sheep, and the eight States 
that produced the most wool in 1867 lost 
15,000,000 sheep, or one-half of all they 
had. Iowa lost 1,000,000 out of a total of 
1,300,000 in ten years. Ohio lost 2,252,603 
in the first four years after that high duty 
was placed on wool. The duty produced 
conditions which drove the sheep to 
cheaper pastures, and it actually reduced 
the price of wool, while mutton was in- 
creasing in value. NimMo’s quarterly 
reports,as Government Statistician,for 1885 
showed that the price of wool averaged 
88 cents for the eighteen years from 1850 
to 1867, inclusive, while wool came in free, 
and averaged only 35 in the eighteen 
years from 1868 to 1885, inclusive, under 
the protection policy. 

With free wool, Germany carries 92, 
France 110,and England 240 sheep to the 
square mile on their high-priced lands, 
while the United States, with protection 
and abundance of cheap land, carries but 
12 to the square mile, even Texas carrying 
but 26.

Evils of Free Whisky. 
From the Chicago Tribune (Rep.). 

Millions of drinkers, not Germans, content 
themselves nowadays With a 5-cent glass of 
lager beer, containing 8 per cent of alcohol, 
rather than pay 10, 12 or 15 cents fora glass 
of whisky containing 40 percent of alcohol. 
Previous to 1860 few persons except Germans 
drank any liquor weaker than whisky. 
Brandy, gin and rum, as well as whisky, 
were swallowed in vast quantities by the 
Americans, Irish and Scotch in those days, 
and drunkenness was frightfully general 
all over the Union, irrespective of age, sex 
or sect. A barrel of whisky cost but §6 to 
$8, and a gallon jug but a quarter, while 
a quart bottle could be had anywhere fora 
dime. Still-houses swarmed all over the 
land, wherever rye, corn or apples could be 
grown, and the masses drank whisky like 
water. Thus it was that 30,000,000 of inhab- 
itante in 1860 put themselves outside of 
90,000,000 of gallons of ‘‘bug-juice’’ per an- 
num! Last year the total consumption of 
whisky as a beverage was less than 60,000,000 
by over 60,000,000 of inhabitants. , 

The fivefold increased cost of whisky 
through Federal taxation has caused a large 
part of the ‘‘rum’’ drinkers to quit it and re- 
sort to the far cheaper and nearly non-intox!- 
cating lager, and another large part of 
the whisky imbibers to cease its use or reduce 
its consumption in inverse proportion to the 
enhanced cost of the ‘‘ardent,’’ so that from 
any point of view the high tax has promoted 
sobriety and diminished drunkenness. Hence, 
to abolish the tax would so cheapen whisky 
as to lead at once to an immense increase of its 
consumption, with the inevitable attendant 
increase of inebriety and all the evils that fol- 
low in ite train.

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THE CITY HALL. 


MATTERS OF INTEREST GATHERED IN THE 
MUNICIPAL OFFICES. 


A Delegation of Ladies From the Humane 
Societies Make a Call at the Mayor's 
Office To-Day—The Cable Curve—Notes 
and Happenings. 


The Ladies’ Humane Society, which has 
very recently been incorporated, has started 
out with the intention of pushing the work of 
preventing cruelty to children and animais 
with as much promptness and energy as can 
be brought to bear. Tho ladies,most of whom 
were formerly connected with the Humane 
Society, have joined together and now pro- 
pose to work as a distinct society which 
will make it its business to look 
after the otherwise unprotected animals 
and children of the city. The principal 
movers in the society are Mrs. Albert Todd, 
Mrs. T. G. Comstock, Mrs. Brooks and a num- 
ber of other well-known ladies. Their first 
work was done on Saturday, when they pressed. 
a number of the ministers of the city into serv- 
ice and had them speak from the pulpit 
against the practice of shooting at live 
pigeons for sport where the artificial 
substitutes would as well answer the pur- 
pose. This morning a large representation 
from the society was before the Mayor, with 
their attorney of the society, Mr. Gist Blair, 


to have him take action in a case 
they had investigated, where a little 
girl, the child of white -parents, was in 


the keeping of a negro family named 
Moore living in the rear of No. 810 North Elev- 
enth street. The ladies held that in the first 
place the negro woman had no right to the 
possession of the child and that apart from 
that, the child was being ill treated by her 
colored guardian and allowed to grow up in a 
neighborhood that was of a very low 
moral tone. Several witnesses testified that 
they had known the woman Moore to beat and 
whip the child in a brutal and unnatural 
manner. 

The colored woman showed papers to the 
Mayor which she refused to show to the 80 
clety, which proved that the child had been 
put under her care by its mother, a fallen 
woman who wisbed to have the child as far 
removed from the life of its mother as posst- 
ble. The Mayor decided that if the ages 
woman got out re 3 papers „ 
child, making at t same time a promise to 
treat it better in the future, she should be 
considered the lawful custodian of the chiid 
in accordance with its mother’s wishes.

The 
plans provide fora number of much needed 
changes and additions which will be made as 
soon as possible. 


The East End Improvements, 


The Harbor Commissioner is busily engaged 
examining the plan spoken of by Mr. Filley at 
the East side property Owners’ meeting a few 
Gays since. In speaking of the matter to-day 


the Commissioner said: ‘‘I am hardly pre- 
pared to express an opinion as yet upon the 
ractical merits of the work referred to by 
r. Filley. I understand Col. Fiad made ote 
plan and some estimates several years ago 
and from whatI have heard of the project I 
think well of some portions of it—that espe- 
cially which proposes the building of a stone 
wail along the central portion of the river 
front and extending the present wharf line 
some distance beyond the one now estab- 
lished. I will examine the whole matter 
in a few days and can then speak more intelll- 
gently of it. This much may be said in a gen- 
eral way that any plan looking toa union of 
all the raliroads of the city with the river 
front directly to the river bank is worthy of 
careful study. The Iron Mountain, Pacific 
andgWabash now havea limited and partial 
outlet to the river and with the completion of 
the new bridge we will witness the advent of 
new roads claiming equa! privileges and as the 
terminal point of these roads will be nearer 
the river than those named, the question of 


wharf privileges will be sprung at once and 
must be met with a broad and liberal spirit. 
Everything, however 
to protect the steam boat interests and as I 
understand the plan spoken of it will not con- 
flict with their interests as now established.’’

Ithas 
never been satisfactory as the water at certain 
seasons of the year would recede and leave 
the offensive stuff dumped from it on the 
wharf until washed . by the harbor boat. 
The placing of the floating dump at or near 
Barton street is a concession to u — list of 
para ta residing near that vicinity who 
ve asked for relief from the foul atmosphere 
caused by the failure of the current to carry 
away the refuse matter deposited there daily.

CHILD LABOR. 


A TALK WITH DELEGATE HOOLEY OF THE 
MOLDERS’ UNION, 


He Discusses the Operation of What 1. 
Known as the ‘Factory Inspection“ 
Law and the Good It Has Done Children 
in New York—The Provisions of the Law 
Its Practical Workings—Oiher Laws 
to Be Enforced. 


One of the delegates to the Molders’ Conven- 
tion, which has been in session here fora 
week and which concluded to-day, was Mr. 
James P. Hooley of New York. Mr. Hooley is 
one of the deputy factory inspectors in that 
State, and in conversation with a Post-Dits- 
PATCH reporter at the Laclede Hotel this morn- 
ing gave some information in regard to 
what is known as the factory inspection 


law in the State of New York, which is evi- 


dence of the great good accomplished by that 
act of legislation. 

The factory inspection law,“ said Mr. 
Hooley, was passed by the New York State 
Legislature May 18, 1886. Among its provisions 
are anumber of sections in regard to the em- 
ployment of child labor. It provides 
that no child under 18 years of age 
shall be employed in any manufactur- 
ing establishment and that no» boy 
under the age of 18 or woman under the age 
of 21 years shall be employed fora longer time 
than sixty hoursin one week. It is the duty 
of every peragn employing children to keep a 
register in which shall be recorded the name, 
birth-place, age and place of residence of 
every person so empioyed by him under the 
age of 16 years, and it is unlawful 
for any manufacturing establishment to hire 


or employ any child under the age of 16 years 
without there is first provided and placed on 
file an affidavit made by the parent or guardian 
of the child, stating the age, date and place of 
has to be 
kept on file by the employer and must be pro- 
duced on demand ofthe inspector or any of 
his deputies. 
THE LAW 

further provides thatevery person, firm or 
corporation employing boys under 18 
or women under 21 years of e shall 
keep posted in a conspicuous place in every 
room where such help is employed a printed 
notice stating the number of hours per day for 
each day of the week such persons have 
worked; and in every room where children are 
employed, a list of their names with their age. 
There are a number of other provisions, 
which compel certain regulations for the 
personal comfort, safety, and conducive to the 
the retention of health by such employes. An 
inspector and twelve deputies are appointed 
to enforce the law and it is seen to that every 
provision is mgidlyeomplied with, a violation 
being a misdemeanor, and punishable by a 
fine of not less than $20 or more than $100, or 
by imprisonment for not less than thirty nor 
more than ninety days, or by both fine and 
imprisonment. 

his law, continued Mr. Hooley, ‘‘has 
beer productive of inestimable good. Since 
it * put in operation child labor in the fac- 
tori¢s of New York has decreased fully 80 per 
cent, and there are good reasons for believing 
that before many years 

THE EMPLOYMENT 

of children in our State for manual labor 
will be 4 thi the past. 
The Superintendent of Schools. in 
New York City stated that there were fuily 
15,000 children without school room, and he 
attributed this great increase to the enforce- 
ment ofthe factory-inspection law. In Buf- 
falo from 3,000 to 4,000 children were sent to 
schoo! in excess of the capacity of the school- 


houses. Of course, if we were only to drive 
these children out o the facto- 
ries into the streets, the law 


would do more harm than good, but 
a bill is now before the Legislature to greatly 
increase the appropriation for the schools, 
and when it is passed, as if is sure to be, a law 
already in existence, but which has been what 
you might call a dead letter, which compels 
parents to send all their children between the 
ages of 8and 14 years to school for at least 
three months in the year, will be strictly en- 
furced, the duty to do so being delegated to 
the school boards in each district.’’ 

When Hon. H Borst was Labor 
mmissioner in this State ne made quite a 
gthy report on child labor, but his sugges- 
ns were never taken cognizance of by the 
Legislature, and at the present time there are 
no legal restrictions or regulations in this 
State in regard to work by minors.

Tun LAWN MOWER, 


And How to Use It to Obtain a Soft, Velvet 
Sward 


From the Harrisburg Call. 

The lawn mower is a great institution in 
many ways. In one respect like many other 
modern inventions, it is a valuable device 
when properly used. Unfortunately it is gen- 
erally operated without any other idea or pur- 
pose than to keep the grass cut short. This it 
is expeeted will make a soft, velvet sward; 
but it doesn’t unless the lawn can be deluged 
with water, which is not often the case. 


It should be borne in mind by all 2828 
desiring to have a rich, full, soft and thickly 
set sward, that if the roots are exposed to 
the sun they will be burned, and if not - 
tially destroyed, produce 4 thin, stragglin 


crop. In order to avoid this the roots shoul 
never be sed, but sheltered by the 
grass they produce. The lawn mower 


— A not de used until the glass has at- 
tained a length of at least four inches, then it 
should not be cut more than two inches in 

well set grass, leaving at least two inches to 
protect the roots. 

This applies only to prone: graded lawns 
and a luxuriant growt e soil is poor 
and the sward new, a longer growth should be 
kept cultivated. A beautiful, well-kept lawn 
requires intelligent treatment to become an 
ornamental adjunct to the family residence.

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RUINOUS RODENTS. 


DAMAGE DONE BY THE TERRIBLE RAT IN 
HOTEL CELLARS. 


Rodents That Swarm Everywhere Under- 
ground — Heavy Lead Water-Pipes 
Gnawed Through by Them in Search of 
Water—Impossibility of Excluding Them 
Experiments in Electrical Execution 
The Black and the Norway BRat—Fierce 
Fighters That Prove Too Much for Cats— 
The Planters’ House Rat Pit—An Ever- 
Present Pest. 


„Do you see that?’’ said Clerk Murphy of 
the Southern Hotel, exhibiting a section of 
water-pipe with a large holein it, ‘‘and can 
you guess what made that hole?“ Upon close 
examination it was seen that the section of lead 
pipe was ridged and furrowed in a most pe- 
culiar way. A circular space, some two inches 
in diameter, was cut in all directions as if 
chiseled out by a sbarp-pointed instrument, 
and a hole as large asa man’s thumb was 
made in the thick metal. After the problem 
had been abandoned Mr. Murphy said: 

. CUTTING WATER-PIPES. 

‘If you bad lived long in a hotel you 
would recognize the work of the 
greatest pest we know; that is rats. 
Their voracity is proverbial, but it is gener- 
ally supposed that anything so unnutritious 
as metal is safe from their attacks. This 
plece of lead pipe, which came out of our 
cellar, is proof to the contrary. It is un- 
usually heavy, being fully a third of an 


inch thick, but as you see they 
have gnawed it completely through, 
and done the job in a very 


workmanlike manner. This thing of gnawing 
through water-pipes is by no means a rare oc- 
ourence, although I have seldom seen so large 
a hole made. I think from the looks of it that 
half a dozen rats must have acted in partner - 
ship. They evidently got thirsty, and took the 
readiest means of getting water, although how 
they knew that they would do so by making 
a hole in the lead pipe passes my comprehen- 
sion, and argues an amount of intelligence 
with which those rodents are not usually cred- 
ited. Our plumbers have always tobe on the 
lookout for leaks made by rats, and some of 
them are very difficultto repair, as they not 
only are found in out of the way places, 
but often are so large that they 


cannot be soldered, but a length of pipe must 
be cut out and replaced, perhaps only to be 
again pierced within a week. We have about 
the lightest and alriest cellarof any hotel in 
the country, and one in which there are 
scarcely any places of concealment but try as 
we may, there is no such thing as keeping out 
the rats. If you will go down into the basge- 
ment you will see how they deal with them.“ 

A visit to the hotel basement was made and 
information concerning rats asked. ‘‘Wecan 
keep them out of the store-rooms,’’ said the 
official in charge, but only by perpetual 
watching. We have a number of traps as you 
see, pointing toa pile in the corner, but 
they have very little effect upon the numbers 
of rats that make their way into the cellar dur- 
ing twenty-four hours. There is no use try- 
ing to keep rats out of any place that commu- 
nicates with sewer drains. They make their 
way through incredibly small holes and soon 
estabiish themselves in the cellar. We catch 
a great many of them, and the cats kill 
more, but still there are always enough 
to be found. They will gnaw their way 
through almost everything and in spite of our 
watchfulness manage to pick up a very good 
living. It is by no means uncommon for them 
to cut our pipes and whenever [see a stream 
of water flowing over the floor I know that the 
rats have been at work. If you will come with 
me Iwill show you how we dispose of those 
that we catch alive.’’ 

ELECTRICAL EXEOCUTION. 

Going to the engine-room and picking upa 
trap containing three live rats, the engineer 
was called and asked to dispose of them in the 
usual way. Attached to a telephone ap- 
paratus were too long wires and a groundi 
wire. This latter was fastened to the wall an 
the two wires tied to the rat, one around his 
neck and one around one of its hind 
legs. When let loose the rat ran actively 
about, pulling strongly at its fetters, and 
making several savage bites at them. The 
engineer then turned on a slight current, 
which had the effect of making the animal 
ng fully a foot from the floor, and then 
oox around in astonishment to see what 
had happened. Another and stronger shock 
was given, which knocked the animal com- 

letely over, and caused it to lie motionless 
or several minutes. Whenit had begun to 
crawl around the full force of the current was 
applied. Theeffect was magical. In an in- 
stant the animal curied up, apparently 
shrinking to half its size, and the odor of sing- 
ing hair was A eroeptible. He never 
felt that shock, said the engineer, but died 
so quickly that the nerves had no time to con- 
vey sensation. Ihave made a great many ex- 
periments with electricity on rats, and am 
convinced that death by this means-is in- 
stantaneous and absolutely painless: We 
drown most ofthe rats that we catch, onl 
trying the electricity on them for experi- 
mental purposes.’’ 

BLACK AND BROWN RATS. 

„Rats!“ said the porter of the Planters’ 
House when asked for information on the sub- 

ot. We have millions of them here, not 
only inthe cellar but even in the alleys near 
the house. They come out of the sewers 
and have become so bold that they will 
not run awa until you walk 
close up to them. We catch some in traps and 
the cats also help us to drive them off, but 
there is no such thing as —— entirely rid 
ot them. They are flerce fighters, too. Some 
not face the smallest of them, 
and the pravest old Tom has all 

e wants to do when he tackles one 
of the big Norway fellows. There are two 

inds of rats, the smaller blackish-brown va- 
lety and the oo brown E rat, the 
ship rat as itis sometimes called. is latter 
is fully three times the size of the common 
black rat, being as large as a small kit- 
ten. It a cat attacks two or 
thr of these together she is 
certain to have a hard time of it,as they never 
think of running, but always show fight. As 
their teeth are sbarp as chisels and often v 
poisonous, after one encounter a cat will gen- 
erally give them a wide berth. 

AN AMATEUR RAT- PIT.

A rat 
need never starve, as, if they cannot find any- 
thing else to eat, they willturn on each other 
and heartily enjoy a cannibal feast, We some- 
times find skeletons picked clean, with the 
marks of teeth all over the bones. We do 
what we can to drive them off, but can make 
but little impression on the crowds that swarm 
out of the sewers.’’
